to provide a saf‘‘ home for the per­ 
secuted Jews of the* east,

“We must, however, part from the 
Zionist who rejects a German na­ 
tional feeling, and 
who 
considers 
himself a guest in a foreign land and 
looks upon himself only as a Jew.” 
“ We do not desire a solution of the 
Jewish question by international ac­ 
tion,” says another passage of the 
resolution. 
“ On the soil of the Ger­ 
man fatherland we desire to do our 
part as Germans to further German 
culture, while remaining true to our 
communion, hallowed by history and 
religion.”

That German judges 
earn 
much 
less money in the first years of their 
career than bricklayers is the curious 
tact brought out by a recent writer. 
The average age at which young 
jurists receive their appointment as 
full-fledged judges is 35 years; and 
at that age they have earned in sub­ 
ordinate court positions only about 
enough to pay for the 
expense 
of 
their education. 
At 35, however, the

earned a 1)0vc $0,200.

I have been giving some 
little thought as to how we could co­ 
operate to the hest advantage in the 
way of assisting in the silo construc­ 
tion in your county. 
It has occurred 
o me that it might be well to hold 
a conference, or perhaps tw’o or three 
of them if desirable, at various points 
in your county between now and the 
first of July, and ask those to attend 
who are interested in silo construc­ 
tion. 
We would send Mr. Brandt to 
rep re se n t the ’department 
here. 
I 
believe those farmers who are inter­ 
ested and are planning to build a silo 
would be glad to come together for 
he purpose of making such arrange­ 
ments as might be feasible. 
It would 
not he a meeting to discuss the ad­ 
visability of having a silo, but we 
would start with 
the 
assumption 
that the people there wanted silos, 
and we would consider how we could 
get them to the best advantage.
